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A BROTHER’S BLOOD. 


& Sensational Fratricide in vir- 
ginia City. 

The following account is taketi/from 
the Virginia Report of yesterday: 

At about 12:15 o’clock to-day people 
in the vicinity of Biack’s building, on 
the corner of Taylor and C streets were 
startled by the reports of two pistol! 
‘shots, and upon investigation by the 
crowd which soon gathered, it was as- 
certained that John L. Black had shot 
and killed his brother Samuel. 

The tragedy cecurred in the base- 
ment of the above-mentioned building, 
in a room used by Samuel Black as a 
toolroom and workshop. The body 
of the dead man was found upon the 
floor in a pool of blood, with a ghastly 
buliet wound just to the left of the 
left nipple, and with the frontai bone 
of the skull crushed in. 

James Jeweland Samuel Porteous, 
who went into the building, say that 

when they entered the victim of the 
shooting was sitting up on the floor, 
but immediately fell back. Tom Dick, 
who entered a moment later, says that 
ia answer to a question if whether 
Black knew. him, the latter’ s lips

ORIGIN OF THE KILLING. 


. Jt seems that the three Black bro- 
thers Samuel, John and Andrew, 
owned the property on the corner of 
uylor and C streets, in the following 
* interests: John, one-half; Samuel, 
three-eighths; and Andrew, one- 
eighth. Both John and Samuel! parti- 
cipated in the management, which was 
never satisfactory to both of these 
—— Frequent difficulties occurred 

tween them, bat were tided over 
without coming to blows. For the 
past six years Johu and Samuel have 
never spoken except on business mat- 
ters, and generally in anger. As there 
were no witnesses to the interview be- 
tween the brovers to-day which led 
to this sanguinary aod tragic culmiva- 
tion, it is difficult tostate just what oc- 
curred. Samuel lies in the cold em- 
brace of death and Jobn paces the stone 
floor of a prison, convening with his 
own conscience. 

THE SLAYER GIVES HIMSELF UP. 


Immediately after the killing John 
Black walk up tothe County Jail 
and surrendered himself into the cus- 
tody of the Sheriff, and was locked 
within the wall of the prison. 

To a reporter of this paper he stated 
that his act was cOmunitted in seli-de- 
fense, and that his life had been fre- 
quently threatened during the past six 
years by his brother, pow deceased. 
That at various times he had been as 
saulted “with heavy weapons, such 
as pieces of iron aud beavy tools, but 
heretofore he had .been in such po- 
sitions as enabled him to escape with- 
out defending hiasself with a weapon, 
That to-day all avenues of escape 
was shut off and that he was com- 
pelled to kill his brother.

For 
that reason, in the use of concen- 
trated food in connection with 
coarse fodder, there must be an ex- 
ercise of judgment or the feeding 
will do little good. Thus oats may 
be fed to a horse and followed by 
hay to such an extent as to expel 
the oats wholly from the stomach, 
in which case the Snly benefit de- 
rived is from the amount of di- 
gestion going’ou during the period 
of eating. The office of the stom- 
ach being to digest the nitrogenous 
portion~of the food; and as a 
stomach full of oats contains about 
four. or five times as much nitro- 
genous matter as when filled with 
hay,either the stomach must secrete 
its gastric juice five times as fast 
or the period of digestion must be 
five times as long. If a concen- 
trated food, like oats is to be fed 
with hay, the latter should be fed 
first and then the grains, thus giv- 
ing ample time for digestion be- 
tween feeding.— [New England 
Farmer.
